@ Five Pct. Mark-Up 


Will Apply to Prices 
At Decontrol Level 


Fair trade practices regula- 
tions in Alberta will be altered 
to allow prices to go down. 
Premier Ernest Manning an- 
nounced today the regula- 
tions will be changed by order- 
in-council, 

The five per cent mark-up de- 
manded by the regulations will in 
future apply to wholesale prices as 
they stood at time ‘of federal ;,ov- 
ernment’s decontrol order. 

“The minimum five per cent 
mark-up is reasonable under nor- 
mal circumstances,” said the pre- 
mier, 
prices since price controls have 
been removed, we do not consider 
it in the public interest that there 
be. any deterrent to lower prices to 
the consumer.” 


AMEND REGULATIONS 

“Accordingly,” he continued, “we 
are amending fair trade practices 
regulations to make a minimum | 
five per cent mark-up apply only | 
to the established wholesale price 
prevailing at the time of the Do- 
minion government's general de- 
control order.”

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Asset or Political Football? 


Persistent sniping by A. J. E. Liesemer 
and Elmer E. Roper at the oil policy of the 
Alberta government goes wide of the mark 
because if the CCF has such an advanced 
program of oil development, as these 
gentlemen imply, why does the CCF gov- 
ernment of Saskatchewan not put that 
program into operation? 

Saskatchewan is the legislative labora- 
tory of Socialism in Canada, With an ade- 
quate majority, Premier Douglas’ govern- 
ment can enact whatever measures and 
establish whatever policies it chooses. 

If the views of Messrs, Liesemer and 
Roper are the views of the CCF party (as 
they must be if there is any unanimity of 
opinion within that party) it is astonishing 
that Saskatchewan has not already the 
highest production of oil in Canada, 

Saskatchewan has oil, probably quite 
as much as Alberta. In the Lloydminster 
field, in 1946, production on the Saskatche- 
wan side was 136,863 barrels as against 
production on the Alberta side of 76,187 
barrels, 

The oil is there. Surely the sagacity of 
Messrs. Liesemer and Roper would be 
quite as effective in Saskatchewan as it 
attempts to be in Alberta. 

The truth is that these gentlemen are 
infinitely more concerned with embarras- 


sing the Alberta government than they 
are with producing oil. 

Developments in the Turner Valley field 
did not awaken their criticism. Production 
at Taber, Conrad, Princess, Red Coulee, 
Del Bonita, Jumping Pound, Vermilion, 
Wainwright and Tilley left them silent. 

But when, on February 13, 1947, the 
Imperial Leduc No, 1 well came into pro- 
duction and subsequent drillings brought 
Startling results, they felt that the oil 
industry had attained such proportions in 
Alberta that it was large enough to be de- 
bauched into an agency for political denun- 
ciation. 

The first essential feature of any prov- 
incial oi] policy is that it should facilitate 
the production of oil. The Alberta oil policy 
is sound and commendable because it does 
produce oi] to an extent that makes this 
province one of the great oil fields of the 
world. 

Saskatchewan, where the policies of 
Messrs, Lieseamer and Roper prevail, simply 
sits tight on its oil. Without actual produc- 
tion, the oil assets of Saskatchewan are 
valueless, 

These gentlemen are not interested in 
Alberta oil as an asset of Alberta people. 
They are interested in it solely as a politi- 
cal football. 


Private Bills Crowded Out 


There is a very grave danger of chok: 
ing off discussion of private bills, as is 
being done in Ottawa this session, even 
though it is recognized that government 
bills in the House of Commons must have a 
form of precedence to permit the imple- 
mentation of government policy 

Private bills are not always of supreme 
urgency. But sometimes they deal with 
matters that are &f high importance and 
interest to the Canadian people. 

In this present session, for instance, 
such things as the ban on oleomargarine, 
appeals to the privy council and the out 
lawing of the Communist party in Canada 
are coming before the house in the form 
of private bills. 

Whether you agree with these mea- 


Sures or disagree with them violently, it 
is a basic principle of parliamentary gov- 
ernment that subjects of such wide public 
discussion should be thrown open to un- 
restricted debate. 

The government is said to be anxious 
to prorogue the session by the end of 
June and that private bills are being shunt- 
ed into the background to make this pos- 
sible. 

Why is it necessary to prorogue by the 
end of June? 

The business of the Canadian people 
should be adequately dealt with if parlia- 
ment has to sit until the end of December. 

The British parliament sits almost con- 
tinuously. Have.Canadian members of par- 
liament more important things to do? 


Taxing Government Property 


Edmonton’s proposal to levy a tax, or 
seek grants in lieu of taxes, on non-admin- 
istrative provincial and federal property in 
Edmonton becomes even more reasonable 
in the light of information disclosed in the 
legislature. 

The provincial government, it is dis- 
covered, owns 26 buildings in Edmonton 
and 20 lots. 

These holdings include the legislative 
and administrative buildings, the land titles 
building, the court house, the former 
normal school, five dwellings, the Terrace 
building, Government House and garage 
and a liquor store. 

These disclosures 
contention that the city 


indicate that the 
loses $42,000 a 


year in the non-taxability of provincial 
property is probably too modest. 

The exemption of privileged property 
from city taxation can be a highly dan- 
gerous business. In the middle 20's, Mexico 
City came close to bankruptcy because 
Church properties in that area not used 
exclusively for divine worship were not 
subject to tevation. The situation became 
so financially serious that highly regret- 
table steps had to be taken, 

The sources of municipal revenue are 
so definitely restricted that the exemption 
of non-administrative government prop- 
erty imposes a serious hardship on city 
taxpayers who must themselves make up 
sums the government owners fail to pay. 


Taxation Reductions 


Before the war, federal taxes consumed 
11% of personal income in Canada, They 
now consume 25% Federal taxation is 
going to be reduced. That much is assured, 
But it is a vain hope to believe that any 
present decreases will bring taxes down to 
their pre-war level because, with two not- 
able exceptions, no country has yet been 
able to achieve that result, 

In only two areas, so far as the facts 
are available, have federal taxes been de- 
creased below the pre-war impost. The 
South American countries, without excep- 
tion, have lower taxes now than they did 
before the war. In Italy, Mussolini’s gov- 
ernment absorbed 20% of personal in- 
come, The present government takes only 
16%. 

South American reductions are ex- 
plained by me fact that these countries

bore no heavy war costs, Italy’s reduction 
is based on the obvious conclusion that the 
pilfering of Fascist bigwigs has been 
stopped. 

In most other countries, the increase in 
taxation was comparable to Canada’s: 
Thus, while the federal taxation of the 
United States took 8% of personal income 
before the war, it now takes 25% as in 
Canada, But in Britain, where taxation 
took 21% of personal income in pre-war 
days, it now takes 43%. 

The pre-war tax of France consumed 
15° of personal income, It now consumes 
53°. Australia’s pre-war tax was 10%, 
now 28%; Australia, 26% pre-war, now 
40% ; Russia, 26% pre-war, now 50% 

It is interesting to note that Russia has 
the highest taxation of any country in the 
world except France,

Yet, as individuats, we must fit 
ourselves into a big picture which 
we do not understand, We are a 
cog in the machine and in some 
way it seems necessary that we 
live up to preconceived standards, 
Naturally we have repercussions 
which are emotional and mental 
but which are reflected in seem- 
ing physical fatigue, 

There are many tricks which 
the tired housewife or business 
man or career woman can learn 
in order to sidestep this kind of 
tiredness. These are tricks in re- 
laxation. One is the trick of 
sloughing off the problems of the 
day, once they are over, 

Evening should provide a stop- 
gap in pressure which wil] rein- 
force your energies for tomorrow, 
Yet many husbands and wives 
spend their evenings in rehash- 
ing the difficulties of the day. 

After office hours should pro- 
duce a mental cutoff. Anyone can 
do this with a little mental disci- 
pline and practice. 

Physical exercise can also play 
a great and important part in 
overcoming office or household 
fatigue. When we are tired we 
feel tired and tense through the 
spine and especially at the back 
of the neck, 

You will find the following 
exercise relaxing. Stand tall with 
your feet comfortably separated. 
Let the trunk and the arms and 
head flop downward. Swing the 
arms between. the legs, trying to 
spank yourself, Raise your trunk 
and head and arms to shoulder 
height, palms facing forward and 
lower your head backward, Con- 
tinue in a relaxed manner.
